SEEK CONFESSION 
OF THIRD MURDER

and the Chicago Tribune. } 

Los Angeles, Docantber 23.— 
Before another day passes District 
Attorney Keyes expects to have 
the confession of a third murder 
from Edward Hickman. 

The questioning which Keyes is 
conducting concerns the never 
wholly explained death fall of A. 
R. Driskell, step-grandfather of 
Hiekman’s 16-yenr-old murder and 
robber partner, Welby Hunt. 

Driskell’'s death went into police 
records as “probable suicide” when 
the 65-year-old man was found 
erushed to death underneath the 
Colorado avenue bridge in Pasa- 
dena last May 25. 

A note on the bridge, presumably 
written by Driskell, expressed ‘fi- 
nancial despondency. Authorities 
today asserted that Driskell had 
‘transferred a substantial sum of 
money from one bank and deposit- 
ed it in the Los Angeles First Na- 
tional. bank shortly before his 
death. This was.the bank where 
Hick mag. an Hunt worked as 
messengers. * dwriting experts 
tonight had kell’s suicide nofe 
and samples of Hickman’s bank” 
forgeries and ransom notes for 
comparison. 


Los Angeles, December 29.—( United 
News.)—Each “squealing” on the oth- 
er, two baby-faced bandits were head- 
ed toward swiff sure justice tonight. 

William Edward Hickman, 19, of 
Kansas City, seemed certain to face 
the gallows because a 16-year-old pal 
set officers on his trail after he kid- 
naped, murdered and mutilated little 
Marian Parker. 

The pal, Welby Hunt, also of Kan- 
sas City, awaited an almost certain 
life imprisonment because Hickman, 
in turn, made it known that Hunt 
was implicated in the murder of Ivy 
Thoms, despite the fact that “The 
Fox” was forced to admit a part in 
the same killing. 

Gains Brief Respite. 

Although his path to the hangman's 
platform seems clearly marked, young 
Hickman gained a brief respite this 
afternoon when-Superior Judge Carlos 
Hardy gave him until next Tuesday to

Hickman, white-faced and shaky, 
was led into a courtroom bristling 
with sawed-off. shotguns with which 
the police were ready to repulse any 
attempt at mob retribution. His boy- 
attorney, Jerome Walsh, of Kansas 
City, argned successfnily for more 
time in which to study his client’s 
case. 

Walsh had arrived in Los Angeles 
only a few hours before his court ap- 
pearance. Judge Hardy at first sug- 
gested that Hickman enter his pleas 
Saturday, but when Walsh asserted 
that his entire knowledge of the case 
as gleaned from newspapers, the con- 
Gndihes until next Tuesday was 
granted. 

Tear Bombs Guard Youth. 

Although authorities feared rioting 
and an imposing array of tear bombs, 
riot sticks and guns had been gather- 
ed for such an emergency, the speed 
with which Hickman was transferred 
to and from the courtroom. and the 
preponderance of peace officers inside 
the room and throughout the building, 
kept the crowd orderly. 

While Hickman was being arraign- 
ed for the kidnaping and murder of 
Marian Parker, officials were draw: 
ing up a complaint charging him and 
Hunt with the murder of Thoms. a 
druggist, during a holdup. The offi- 
cers also were running down clues 
which might implicate either or both 
of the “baby bandits” in other simi- 
lar shootings. 

The development linking Hunt and 
Hickman was revealed during the ques- 
tioning of Hunt. 

“My grandmother and I were the 
first te give the tip-off.” he said. 

“When I read the published desc ‘rip- 
tion of the ‘Fox’ I wired my mother 
in Kansas City and asked her where 
Kdward was. When she told me he 
left Kansas City in October I was 
sure he was the man and my grand-

Hickman “Squals” on Pal. 

The information . given police by 
the grandmother led to the finger- 
print identification of Hickman and 
his subsequent capture in Oregon. 

It was thought that “The Fox” 
learned of this action and then decided 
te “squeal” on his erstwhile pal, even 
though it moved bis own neck nearer 
the noose. In the same dramatic fash- 
in which he revealed his other 
crimes, Hickman confessed his part in 
the Thoms killing. 

After hours of questioning he final- 
blurted out: “Sure I've been in gun- 
fights.” Then he went on to reveal] 
| details of the Christmas eve holdup. 

He. with Hunt. his pal, were doing 
a “job” in the Thoms drugstore the 
night before Christmas, 1926, when 
‘they ran into a policeman. he said. 

Evervone started shooting. he de- 
and Thoms fell mortally hurt. 
while the officer and Hunt received 
minor wounds. 

Druggist’s Killer in Doubt. 

In explaining details of the Thoms 
killing Hickman said he had no way 
of telling: whether it was a_ bullet 
from his own or Hunt’s gun that kill- 
ed the druggist.

The commission issued the rule 
Thursday morning, and at the same 
time members of the commission point- 
ed out that a question has been rais- 
ed as to whether adequate facilities 
can ever be provided at the present 
location of the terminal. 

Consider New Location. 


Railway executives also have ex- 
pressed similar doubts in the past, 
and it was predicted that other loca- 
tions would be carefully considered 
when the time arrives for settling on 
a site for the proposed new terminal 
facilities. 

A large group of Atlanta business 
men and postal authorities are known 
to favor a Spring street tract for the 
new depot, their contention being that 
it would be more accessible to cross- 
town motor traffic and more con- 
venient to both passengers and ship- 
pers. 

Action of the commiason Thursday 
came on the heels of starting work 
of underpinning the old train shed 
at Pryor and Wall streets prepara- 
to: ; to depression of the railway 
tracks which must precede actual 
erection of the Pryor street and Cen- 
tral avente viaducts.

In the county jail tonight) Hunt 
stated he held no resentment against 
Hickman for “squealing” and forcing 
him to face probable murder charges. 
Similarly he justified himself for the 
tin-oft on Hickman’s identity. 

Calls Hickman “Coldblooded.” 

“T’'d tell on my own brother if he 
did a thing like Edward did,”’ Hunt 
declared. “ZI never even dreamed 
anybody could be so coldblooded. Once 
Edward said he'd like to cut up a 
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body and throw away the pieces but 
I thenght he was only fooling. 

“Tl have gone straight ever since 
we pulled this Thoms holdup and I'm 
not afraid because J did not kill any- 
one. I did not even fire a shot chat 
night so it was either the policeman 
or Edward who is guilty.” 

In California. however, the ac- 
eoniplice in the commisson of a felony 
in which a person is killed, is equal- 
ly guilty with the actual slayer. 

Because of his age Hunt is ot 
liable to the death penalty but he 
can be given life imprisonment. 


Hunt Arrested at Home. 

A few minutes after this canfession 
was given, Hunt was arrested at an 
address given by Hickman. An hour 
later, after he was identified by the 
widow of the druggist, Hunt confes- 
sed he was Hickman’s companion in 
the holdup. Mrs. Thoms later idén- 
tified Hickman. 

In telling of the Thoms’ murder, 
Hickman revealed that he and Hunt 
participated in a score of robberies 
through the middle west and on the 
Pacifie coast. 

This revelation led police to com- 
municate with others in a number of 
cities in an attempt to identify the 
pair with crimes oufside of Los An- 
celes. 


MOTHER SAYS 3 SON 
IS INNOCENT. 

Kansas City, December 20.—/( United 
News.) —The implication of her son, 
| Welby Hunt. in the murder of a Los 
Angeles druggist last December, was 
done by Edward Hickman, confessed 
kidnaper-murderer, to “get even,” Mrs. 
W. H. Wehring believes. 

But to Mra. Eva Hickman, the ad- 
mission by her son, Edward, that he 
had murdered Ivy Thomas, druggist, 
with Hunt, was just another indica- 
tion that he -is insane. 

“IT know my son is innocent,” Mrs. 
Wehring said. “He is a good boy, 
and I am certain this merely is Ed- 
ward Hickman’s means of retaliating. 
From the very first, when reports 
came from California that my son 
had given aid to the police, I was 
afraid something would happen. 

“At first I was afraid he might re- 
turn to Los Angeles and kill my boy, 
as he killed Marian Parker. Then, 
when he was captured, I thought Wel- 
by would be safe, but’1 see now I 
was mistaken.”

Another announcement that should give the fans much joy in Dixie 
and throughout the civilized nations where football is played, is that 
from the rules committee chief that no changes in the present football 
rules are contemplated. 


There was much talk, pro and con, about the changes 
enacted last season but it is generally conceded that practically 
all the changes have proven beneficial to the game, In fact it 
has taken all of one season to acquaint the coaches and players 
with the many important alterations made last year and it will 
take several more years before the fans will understand them 
thoroughly. 


The most important changes, such as the moving back of the goal 
posts, the four-second pause on the shift and the new lateral pass ruling 
came in for some criticism last season but even the new shift rule, which 
took the brunt of the criticism, has proven less harmful in reality than 


it appeared to be on paper. 


The moving back of the goal posts now has very few oppo- 
nents. That change has opened up the end zone and made the 
aerial game much safer over the goal and has also Served to 
make the point after touchdown harder to get. 


The changing of the lateral pass ruling brought its expected thrills 
to the fans and now receives little opposition from any angle. In fact, 
the rules as they now stand seem to be effective and not too strict. 


Most coaches in the country are well satisfied with the 
present rules and many go So far as to advocate a longer period 
between meetings where changes could be made.

New York, December 29.—( United 
News.)—A united front for America’s 
next Olympic quest was assured today 
when the National Collegiate Athlietie 
association voted to bury the hatchet 
and rejoin the American Olympie asso- 
ciation. 

A year ago the N. C. A. A., the Na- 
tional Amateur Athletic federation and 
other national sports bedies withdrew 
from the American Olympic associa- 
tion as a gesture of protest against 
alleged domination on the part of the 
Amateur Afhietic union. The U. S. 
and the Y. M. C. A. also quit. and for 
a time it seemed as though there would 
be a divided front at Amsterdam next, 
July.
